The movement to secure a city charter Is the 


outcome of the Investigation of the water system. 
with particular reference to the relations between 
the city and the Hydro-Electric company, made a 
few weeks ago by a Joint committee repre*entir.3 
the Chamber of Commerce, the Real Estate Ex- 
change and the Merchants' Association 
The com- 


mittee found that £he present method of managing 
the water system Is unbusinesslike and generally un- 
•atiajfoctory, and that If a permanent water com- 
mlsaion could be created there, would be reason to 
expect much better result* 


On looking into the matter the committee found 


further that such a comntteslcm could not be cre- 
ated except under a charter, for under the present 
statute the terms of city officials are limited to 
two years and thl* provision defeat* one of the 
principal object* for which a commission 1* desired, 
namely, tenure of office suffictently long to enable 
the member* to ttao^tav thoroughly familiar with the 
detail* of the business. 


Reformation of the water System, then, is the 


primary reason for th^ movement to secure a char- 
ter. Other matter* would doubtless be brought be- 
fore the charter convention, but it Is too early now 
fot anybody to say Just what these would be. We
